The section on American Indians 
contains up-to-date lists of urban Indian centers, tribal colleges, Indian 
organizations, treatment centers, etc. It also contains lists of recommended 
books, journals, and newsletters, as well as audiotapes, videotapes, and hlms. 

The second part of this book includes an extensive listing of programs, 
support centers, and associations for people with disabilities. It also contains 
lists of recommended books, journals, and other media on rehabilitation, 
assessment, job development, assistive technology, and other important topics. 

There is no way a book such as this can be complete and totally accurate. 
Addresses and phone numbers change over time, and even centers and 
organizations come and go. However, with your assistance, we intend to revise 
this book periodically to keep it updated and comprehensive. If you notice any 
information which needs to be corrected or if you want to suggest that certain 
information be added, please let us know.

Although we have relied on the most recent data sources 
available, we apologize in advance for any inaccuracies.
